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Sowle Sets Policies for Issues of

The new administration of Ohio University, facing up to 
current problems of higher education in financing, governance 
and conduct, has set into motion a series of new policies designed 
to deal with the complex problems and issues of the seventies. 


President Claude R. Sowle, 
who took office Aug. 1, began 
the year by tackling the 
major problem facing all col- 
leges and universities today: 
rapidly rising operating costs 
contrasted with reluctant re- 
sponse from legislatures and 
foundations for corresponding 
support. 


To increase income, Presi- 
dent Sowle won the Board of 
Trustees’ approval to raise 
student fees. To cut expenses, 
he instituted policies limiting 
the addition or replacement of 
staff and cut back on nones- 
sential services. 


In order to provide a stu- 
dent voice in University gov- 
ernance, the president ap- 
pointed students to all stand- 
ing University committees 
including a new President's 
Advisory Council. To get their 
views on long range planning, 
he named students to task 
forces charged with recom- 
mending goals for the Univer- 
sity and goal priorities. 


The national issue of stu- 
dent conduct was met on the 
Ohio University campus by 
policies in which President 
Sowle granted students new 
freedoms and opportunities, at 
the same time required ad- 
herence to a code of conduct 
instituted last year, Further, 
he took firm stands regarding 
the responsibilities of a univer- 
sity regarding drugs, the legal 
rights of students and the con- 
tinuance of classes during the 


OHIO UNIVERSITY enters 
the seventies with a campus 
that includes more than 100 
principal buildings, represent- 
ing a physical plant growth of 
almost 40 percent in the past 
ten years. Other progress since 
1960 shows the University at 
the start of a new decade with 
an enrollment that has doubled 
to 17,800 in Athens and to 
more than 5,000 on the branch 
campuses, a budget that has 
quadrupled to more than $50 
million, and total assets that 
have almost tripled to more 
than $130 million.

A closer look at some of 
Dr. Sowle’s decisions provides 
an acquaintanceship with the 
president himself and insights 
into the way he can be ex- 
pected to meet future issues 
Evident in his approach to 
University administration is his 
training and experience in law 
in the requirement for obtain- 
ing all possible evidence and 
for precise, logical analysis. 

Fiscal policy was an 
mediate challenge for the new 
president. Faced with a pos- 
sible deficit and an unknown 
appropriation from the state 
legislature, the president asked 
for the unpopular, but neces- 
sary, decision to increase stu- 
dent fees. Upon his recom-

mendation, the Board of 
Trustees approved increases of 
$10 per quarter in general 
registration fees for in-state 
students on the main campus 
and $13 per quarter in room 
and board fees. 

The increase brought the 
general registration fee to the 
$160 limit imposed by the 
Ohio General Assembly. For 
out-of-state students the gen- 
registration fee increase 
was jumped a full $100 per 
quarter to replace a loss in 
state tuition assistance for non- 
resident students.

Obtaining new monies was 
not the only means sought for 
balancing the 1970 fiscal bud- 
get. In an effort to trim

Accounting Elevated 
To Full School Status 


The formal inauguration in 
November of the School of Ac- 
counting, which included the 
announcement of a new 15- 
month master’s program, rec- 
ognizes the importance of this 
area in the College of Business 
Administration curriculum. 

“The faculty of the college 
approved elevation of the De- 
partment of Accounting to full 
school status last spring in 
recognition of the professional 


status accorded accountants,” 
according to Dean Harry 
Evarts. 


The director of the school, 
Clarence B. Stephenson, said 
the change reflects the efforts 
of faculty to provide a more 
professional environment for 
students. 


Two highly regarded mem- 
bers of the accounting profes- 
sion were special guests at a 
reception for students and at 
a faculty dinner. 


They were Richard T. 
Baker, managing partner of 
the public accounting firm of 
Ernst and Ernst, Cleveland, 
and a former member of the 
Ohio Board of Regents, and 
Dr. Herbert E. Miller, profes- 
sor of accounting at Michigan 
State University and past 
president of the American Ac- 
counting Association.

Alumnus Gives VW Microbus 


For Student Tutors’ Travels

Thanks to a local Volks- 
wagen dealer, the going will 
be a little easier for a group 
of dedicated Ohio University 
students who spend more than 
600 hours weekly tutoring 
Athens County school children 

Charles W. (Bill) Algeo, 
‘64, president of University 
Volkswagen, Athens, has given 
STEP (Student Tutors for 
Educational Progress) a used 
VW bus for transporting Uni- 
versity students to area schools. 

“This bus is helping to solve 
one of our biggest headaches, 
that of getting tutors over the 
long miles to the children they 
are teaching,” said John Ham- 


brick, a Dayton senior and 
chairman of STEP. 
Keys to the vehicle were 


presented recently to President 
Claude R. Sowle by Algeo, 
who praised the job the STEP 
volunteers are doing in assist- 
ing children to acquire basic 
subjects necessary to derive the 
most from their education. Dr 
Sowle also recently gave his 
personal Volkswagen sedan to 
the University for use in the 
STEP program. 

Hambrick, who is studying 
to become a history and gov- 
ernment teacher, is one of 11 
students who serve as a steer- 
ing committee for the pro- 
gram. 

Nearly 140 students volun- 
teer two hours twice a week 
teaching elementary, junior 
high and high school students 


who are referred by their 
teachers to the STEP tutors. 
“Most of the tutoring is 


done on a one-to-one basis 
although we do have some 
group efforts in areas like 
music and art,’ Hambrick 
said, 

STEP volunteers also are 


aiding in the University’s Up- 
ward Bound program which 
assists economically disadvan- 
taged young men and women 
who have academic potential 
but who lack opportunity or 
motivation to continue their 
education beyond high school 
Some of the

directly with teachers in 
Athens County classrooms.

The program is funded by 
the Student Activities Board, 
the United Campus Ministry 
and through contributions 
from the churches of student 
volunteers. STEP operates as a 
service of the Student National 
Education Association chapter 
on campus.

last September, is running 
ahead of schedule, according 
to Nov. 30, 1969, figures re- 
leased by Jack G. Ellis, director 
of development. 


In an effort to reach the 
goal for this fiscal year es- 
tablished by the Fund board 
of trustees, 1,534 gifts from 
alumni, friends, corporations, 
foundations and organizations 
already have been received. 
The dollar total of these gifts 
amounting to $374,825 “com- 
pares most favorably’? to the 
figure of $399,661 which was 
recorded as of Dec. 31, 1968, 
said Ellis.

Paul M. Kendall Named 
Permanent RegentsProf 


Dr. Paul Murray Kendall, 
the dramatic interpreter of 
Shakespeare for thousands of 
Ohio University students since 
1937, has been named a per- 
manent Regents Professor of 
English by the Ohio Board of 
Regents. 

The regents have awarded 
the honor to 17 professors at 
Ohio’s state universities who 
have earned international 
reputations for their scholarly 
achievements. Dr. Kendall has 
been named to the honor on 
a yearly basis for the past three 
years, and he will now hold 
the title throughout his tenure 
at Ohio University. 

Dr. Kendall is the author 
of three historical biographies, 
Richard III, Warwick the 
Kingmaker and The Yorkist 
Age. His book, The Art of 
Biography, received nomina- 
tion for a Pulitzer Prize in 
1965. 

He is currently at work on 
three major literary projects: 
a biographical study of Louis 
XI, The Complete Works of 
Shakespeare, for which he is 
general editor, and a projected 
six-volume edition of 15th cen- 
tury Milanese ambassadorial 
dispatches. 


Class Officers Provide 
Services to Seniors 


Officers of the 1970 senior 
class have outlined a program 
of service to class members 
and Ohio University as their 
goal for 1969-70. 

Tom Morr, class president, 
stated: “There are many areas 
where seniors need informa- 
tion and service on an indi- 
vidual basis.

The November issue included 
comments on graduate testing 
programs and dates, deadlines 
for graduation applications, 
placement and internship ser- 
vices, Selective Service guide- 
lines and the Senior Challenge. 

Morr commented  enthu- 
siastically about the Senior 
Class Challenge. “This project 
is already a tradition. The 
challenge has grown since its 
inception in 1966 to the point 
where we are now expecting 
400 class members to solicit 
pledges from over 2,000 se- 
niors. Our goal of $75,000 will 
be met by $50 shares payable 
at $10 a year for five years. 

“We believe we can top last 
year’s class effort which pled- 
ged $64,905 from 948 class 
members. The accomplishment 
received national acclaim when 
the class officers presented a 
paper at the annual American 
Alumni Council Conference in 
New York. We feel it is an 
outstanding service to Ohio 
University and starts Ohio 
University seniors off on the 
right foot towards being loyal 
alumni.”

president extended a_ policy 
limiting additions or replace- 
ment of faculty to include 
positions staffed by adminis- 
trative or classified personnel. 
Positions becoming vacant will 
be filled only when a senior 
officer determines the position 
ary for the effective 
operation of the area involved. 

Another decision in the ef- 
fort to save on operating costs 
was a major cutback in the 
University’s airport operations. 
The imminent move from the 
intown location of the airport 
to the new location ten miles 
south of Athens made this year 
a logical time for reviewing 
air transport policy. Upon 
analysis of University aircraft 
costs, President Sowle ordered 
five of the six University 
transport planes sold. Revenues 
from these sales were desig- 
nated to cover hangar and 
terminal costs at the new air- 
port. After June 1970 the 
training program leading to a 
private pilot’s license will be 
eliminated, 

$1 Million Surplus 

The most recent indication 
of the prudent fiscal policy 
adopted by President Sowle is 
the deferral of assignment of 
an unanticipated surplus of 
almost $1 million in income 
this year. 

The surplus resulted from a 
higher-than-expected enroll- 
ment of juniors, seniors and 
graduate students, all of whom 


nece 


earn extra subsidy from the 
state. The money, which 
amounts to less than three per- 
cent of the year’s operating 
budget of $36 million, has 
been set aside to cover in- 
creased maintenance costs on 
new buildings to be completed 
next year. State assistance for 
the second year of the current 
biennium has already been set 
and did not allow for mainte- 
nance of the new math, music 
and radio-television buildings. 
Advisory Council 

In developing University 
policy for the 1970s, Dr. 
Sowle has sought to obtain the 
counsel of other administra- 
tors, the faculty and students. 
He created an  11-member 
President's Advisory Council, 
including all three groups, to 
make recommendations on 
major policy decisions through- 
out the year. He later named 
52 persons from these groups 
to six task forces charged with 
reviewing and assessing present 
University policies, services 
and programs, After in-depth 
studies are complete, the task 
forces have been asked to make 
recommendations on future 
goals for the University and 
priorities among these goals. 
Reports from the task forces 
have been asked for by late 
spring, 1970. 

Concern shown by President 
Sowle for the rights and needs 
of the students of the seventies 
has an obvious relationship 
with his past decision to leave 
the practice of law to teach 


and his continuing interest in 
criminal law. An early indica- 
tion of the president’s concept 
of the University’s responsi- 
bility to students was his re- 
designation of student activi- 
ties, services and_ resident 
programs as educational ser- 
vices. The new designation 
underscored his belief that the 
academic programs and the 
educational services are integ- 
ral parts of a total educational 
experience. 

This philosophy has been 
put to notable tests regarding 
two controversial issues. In 
early October, the president 
announced a University pro- 
gram for drug education and 
prevention of drug abuse on 
the campus. The program is 
designed to help the student 
who is a nonhabitual, expe- 
rimental user. An accompany- 
ing policy, worked out with 
concurrence of Athens’ public 
authorities, designates the Uni- 
the responsible 
agency for investigating drug 
use on campus. 


versity as 


Drug Usage 

Under the policy, an expe- 
rimental student user is subject 
to University disciplinary ac- 
tion and is provided with 
rehabilitative service, He 
avoids, as a first-time user, a 
court record. Students found 
to be habitual users or involv- 
ed in trafficking drugs are 
subject to the usual appro- 
priate legal action. 

In another situation, Presi- 
dent Sowle has moved to insure 


equal rights before the law for 
students. A series of complaints 
regarding arrest procedures 
and the amount of bail set for 
students in Athens led Presi- 
dent Sowle to appoint a town- 
gown committee, including a 
state legal authority, to look 
into a variety of charges and 
determine their validity. Bail 
amounts, for instance, are to 
be compared with those set for 
the same offenses elsewhere in 
the state. In one instance in 
November when police unlaw- 
fully detained students, Presi- 
dent Sowle took the unprece- 
dented step of issuing a formal 
complaint to the mayor of 
Athens. 


Student Freedom 

The president has further 
recognized the desire of stu- 
dents for more personal free- 
dom. He obtained trustee ap- 
proval for his proposal allowing 
sophomore women under 21 
the option of self-regulated 
hours with parental permis- 
sion. 

Any suggestion of pandering 
to student desires is countered 
by the president’s policies on 
two other issues. A University 
conduct code, adopted last 
year, received his unqualified 
endorsement. In a statement 
mailed to all students before 
the fall quarter began, the 
president said that students 
had no sound basis for rejecting 
available forums of discussion 
and resorting to campus dis- 
ruption. He affirmed students’ 
rights to freedom of inquiry 


and discussion, but he warned 
that any disruption on campus 
would cause him to use any 
and all means to restore order. 


Moratorium Policy 

In response to the requests 
of some students to cancel 
classes in observance of the 
Oct. 15 Moratorium Day, 
President Sowle took a firm 
stand regarding the responsi- 
bility of the University and 
the determination of moral 
issues. He announced that the 
University would hold classes 
as usual in keeping with its 
fundamental responsibility as 
an educational institution. 

To facilitate broad discus- 
sion of the Vietnam war, he 
made available University fa- 
cilities not in use by classes. 
In response to demands that 
the University take a moral 
stand regarding the war, Presi- 
dent Sowle denied any author- 
ity to speak for all those who 
make up Ohio University. 
Taking stands on moral issues 
is a determination which can 
be made only by individuals, 
the president said. 

In reviewing the first few 
months of the new adminis- 
tration, perhaps the most 
obvious conclusion is this: 
while seeking counsel from a 
broad base, President Sowle 
will decisively, even 
when the issue is a controver- 
sial one. And his background 
in law will influence him to 
require well-documented eyi- 
dence on which to _ base 
decisions and policies.

Snyder's Cagers Undefeated 
In First Seven Engagements 


Jim Snyder remarked before the start of the season that 
his 1969-70 basketball team would have to be rougher on the 
boards and avoid the crucial letdowns of a year ago. 


From all indications, Sny- 
der knew what he was talking 
about. The Bobcats, picked to 
win the Mid-American, open- 
ed with a 90-79 road win at 
Northwestern Dec. 1 and they 
followed it up with six more 
victories, all out-of-conference. 
At Journal presstime, the 'Cats 
were ranked fifth nationally 
and they had defeated Rick 
Mount and the Purdue Boiler- 
makers on the Athens court 
80-79 and scored over Ohio 
State (82-80), Indiana (89- 
82) and Northern Illinois (84- 
72) on the road. 


The team returned to 
Athens to defeat Ball State 
92-81 Dec. 20 and Fresno 


State 92-80 Dec. 26 before go- 
ing to Florida for the Hur- 
ricane Classic Dec. 29-30. The 
*Cats were scheduled to open 


the tournament in a game 
with the University of Texas. 
With six of its top seven 


players from last year, Ohio 
was proving itself a strong 
contender for the MAC title. 
Snyder's cagers opened their 
MAC battle Jan. 3 against 
Kent State in the Convocation 
Center, 

Snyder, the dean of MAC 
coaches while entering his 21st 
campaign at Ohio, is hopeful

the Bobcats can improve on 
last year’s second place fin- 
ish. The Bobcats were 17-9 a 
year ago while reaching the 
quarterfinals of the National 
Invitational Tournament. 

Snyder will enter the season 
with a battle-tested team that 
includes size, good shooting, 
experience, depth and decent 
quickness in the backcourt. 
The only missing player is 6-3 
forward Gerald McKee, who 
set the all-time scoring mark 
last winter. 

Two of last year’s regulars 

-6-7 forward Greg McDivitt 
and 6-2 guard John Canine— 
are considered among the best 
at their positions in the Mid- 
west. The key could rest with 
MeDivitt, unusually quick for 
his size, who has been moved 
to forward after averaging 
13.0 ppg. last winter while 
spending most of his playing 
time in the pivot spot. 
Canine, one of the finest 
shooters ever to play at Ohio, 
is capable of increasing his 
15.9 average of last year. He'll 
have an experienced running 
mate in junior Ken Kowall, 
who started last year (10.6 
ppg.) 

Joining McDivitt on the 
front line will be promising 
6-8 junior center Craig Love, 
who came on strong late in 
the season last year, Seniors 
Doug Parker and Dave Groff, 
the cocaptain along with Ca- 
nine, will battle for McKee’s 
position. Both started on oc- 
casion last year, averaging a 
total of 13.8 ppg. 

Both Canine and Kowall, 
with their quickness and ex- 
plosive scoring potential, can 
break a game open in a hurry 


while both MeDivitt and 
Love have an assortment of 
fine moves around the bas- 


ket. McDivitt, for a big man, 
has a high shooting percen- 
tage from the 15-20 foot 
range. Both Parker and Groff 
are similar bruising-type for- 
wards who make 
things move they're 
in the lineup.

Bench strength will be one 
of Ohio’s strong points and 
two of the main reasons are 
sophomores Tom Corde and 
Bob Howell. Corde, a fine ball 
handler in the backcourt, av- 
eraged 19.5 as a freshman and 
will push Canine or Kowall 
while Howell, a 6-4 forward, 
set a new frosh scoring record 
last winter with a 29.2 aver- 
age. Howell is considered a 
fine shooter—probably in a 
class with Canine. 

Additional help in the 
backcourt will come from 
Mike Miller and Larry Hun- 
ter, both deriving more satis- 
faction from making a fine 
pass that opens a teammate 
for an easy basket. Snyder also 
has more size in 6-8 Gary 
Wolf, hampered somewhat 
last year by a foot injury. 


BOBCAT ICERS STRENGTHEN 
OFFENSE, BALANCE DEFENSE 


Hockey coach John Mc- 
Comb started his 12th season 
at Ohio University with a 
number of veteran players 
plus an outstanding group of 
sophomores that should give 


the Bobcats much needed 
depth. 
“We have a fine nucleus 


returning and with our sopho- 
mores giving us the depth, we 
should improve over _ last 
year,” says McComb, who fig- 
ures that no less than seven 
sophomores will see consider- 
able action this winter. 

“The offense will be strong- 
er, especially the first line, and 
the defense will have more 
balance,’ reasons the Bobcat 
coach, who has switched last 
year’s outstanding defensive 
player, junior John Bangay, to 
offense. Bangay finished his 
rookie season at Ohio with ten 
goals and 16 assists. 


The top offensive threats 
are forwards Paul Thornton 
and Alex MacNicol, who 


scored a total of 30 goals and 
36 assists between them last 
year. McComb considers both 
Thornton and Bangay as po- 
tential All-Americans. 

The Bobcats, a member of 
the newly formed Mideastern 
Collegiate Hockey Association 
that also includes Ohio State 
and Bowling Green, again 
face a rugged schedule but 
McComb figures to improve 
on the 11-17-1 mark.

Harry Houska starts his sec- 
ond year as head coach of the 
Bobcat wrestlers with a twinge 
of optimism as he appraises 
this year’s squad, Last year’s 
team finished its dual season 
with a 7-3 mark and took sec- 
ond place honors in the MAG 
championships, losing first by 
only two points.

Other regulars returning in- 
clude Lee Stevenson, a sur- 
prise second place finisher in 
the MAC, who will be relied 
on heavily in the 126-pound 
weight class. Bill Saye, second 
place in the MAC at 142, 
and Gary Salapa, 190-pound 
Cleveland strong boy who was 
third in the conference, pro- 
vide strong support. Chuck 
McBean, 177-pounder who 
red-shirted last year, should 
do well, along with junior Bill 
Needham. 


Three All-Americans 


Return for Swimming 


Three returning All-Amer- 
ican swimmers, two of them 
rated among the best in the 
country, give Ohio University 
coach Fletcher Gilders an opti- 
mistic outlook for 1969-70. 


“We'll have a good, strong 
nucleus at the start, and I 
think we can equal last year,” 
said Gilders, who won _ his 
third MAC title at Ohio last 
year. Gilders, a former All- 
American diver at Ohio State, 
is starting his 11th season. 


In seniors Neil Wade and 
Dave Solomon and junior Ned 
Steele, Gilders will have three 
of the finest swimmers the 
school has ever produced. 
Wade has won All-American 
honors for the past two years 
while winning five individual 
MAC titles and placing in the 
nationals in breaststroke events. 
Solomon also ranks among the 
top 20 in the world in butter- 
fly events after winning several 
gold medals in last summer's 
Maccabean Games. 

Steele tied the old MAC 
mark in the 50-yard freestyle 
last year and then placed in 
the nationals to gain All- 
American honors. 


Gridders Finish '69 Season 5-4-1; 
Snyder Tapped for Three Bowl Games 


Ohio University’s 1969 football team has completed another 
winning campaign, but one Bobcat footballer still had a busy 
month of work remaining at season’s end. 


While head coach Bill Hess 
and his staff were spending 
December and early January 
recruiting future Bobcats, 
senior receiver Todd Snyder 
of Athens was playing in three 
postseason bowl games. 

Snyder, the holder of every 
career pass receiving record at 
Ohio, started his postseason 
activity in Miami, Fla., on 
Christmas night, playing in 
the North-South Shrine Game 
in the Orange Bowl. He also 
participated in the second an- 
nual All-American Bowl 
Game in Tampa Jan. 3 and 
the highly regarded Senior 
Bowl in Mobile, Ala., Jan. 10. 

Snyder, who finished his 
brilliant career at Ohio with 
144 career catches for 2,241 
yards, was an unanimous All- 
Mid-American Conference se- 
lection for the second straight 
year and just missed being 
named the MAC Lineman of 
the Year by one vote. He was 


also named-the MVP on the 
1969 team by his teammates. 

Senior cocaptain Steve Rob- 
inson also gained first team 
MAC honors. 

Ohio finished the football 
season with a 5-4-1 record af- 
ter winning three of its last 
four games under the direc- 
tion of junior quarterback 
Steve Skiver (Toledo). Skiver 
was named a cocaptain for 
1970 along with defensive 
back Billy Mitchell (Bellaire). 

The Bobcats tied Miami for 
third in the conference with a 
2-3 ledger. But the *Cats play- 
ed the last four games without 
star quarterback Cleve Bry- 
ant, whose knee injury kept 
him sidelined. 

Bryant finished his dazzling 
career with every passing and 
total offense record in his pos- 
session, Snyder's totals moved 
him into tenth place among 
receivers in the history of col- 
legiate football.
